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Byron Reece— 
‘As I Lie Down’ 


When one looked at Byron Her- 
bert Reece one thought of the 
young Lincoln. There was the 

" same lanky thin- 
ness; the lean, 
craggy face, the 
unruly hair, the 
deep - set eyes 
with pain and 
brooding sorrow 
in them which 
laughter tempo- 
rarily could re 
move. . 

Byron Herbert 
meece Was a poet—one of our ma- 
jor ones. He also was a novelist, 
articulate and skilled. But, most 
of all, he was a poet. One of 
New York’s larger publishing 
firms published all he sent them. 

He was mountain bred and 
born. The Appalachians which 
thrust into South Carolina and 
Georgia saw his forebears before 
the Cherokees were gone. He was 
born in a log cabin in north 
Georgia which in its building had 
been guarded against Indian at- 
tack. 

The mountains were in his poe- 
try and ballads. They, and the 
Bible, which had come into the 
mountains in the saddle bags of 
horseback riders or in the old 
t-unks in the oxen-pulled wagons, 
colored all his poems. The skies, 
the clouds, the cold lakes, the 
tumbling rivers, the forests, the 
cold, keen nights when the stars 
looked green as ice, the winds of 
summer and winter, the wild flow- 
ers, the corn and cattle—all these 
were in his poems as were the 
prophets and peoples of the Old 
and New Testaments. 


“Now in the heart there is 
A sound, as if of song; 
Strange, muted melodies 

I hear all summer long. 


When Summer’s emerald wings 
Feathers of silver show 
Something there is that sings 
Of hills beyond the snow.” 


Tuberculosis 

There was tuberculosis in the 
cabin—a scourge of many moun- 
tain homes in days gone by. Byron 
Herbert Reece almost died of it 
as a young boy. Later he was to 
know hospitals and weary days of 
illness, pain and despair. He had 
the mountain man’s reticence, 
pride and an independence some- 
times almost unreasonable in its 
assertion. It would come to him, 
suddenly, living in’ a hospital 
where he was doing well and his 
illness was being arrested, that 
he couldn’t stand it any more. So, 
he would take his thin, wasted 
body off the bed, put on his 
clothes and go home. 

He never knew much of joy or 
pleasure—but there was some. 
How great the measure of it was 
to him none will ever know. Not 
much money comes to poets. But 
honors had come, and were com- 
ing. The University of California 
had enjoyed having him teach in 
summer. The Guggenheim Founda- 
ation had discovered him. His own 
college, Young Harris, had him 
teach. And he kept a mountain 
farm going in one of the valleys. 
He had many close friends who 
knew and loved him. 

Now, at 40, he is dead by his 
own hand. Illness had come swift- 
ly for a month. His thin, sick body 
was racked with a nervous dis- 
order. And so, with a favorite 
record playing in his ears, he went 
quietly to the God in whom he 


believed . . . a God of mercy and 
under ing. 


His Mountains 


He sleeps now in his mountains. 
He had written about it years be- 
fore: 

“I give my love to earth, where I 

A longer, deeper sleep will take 

Than woken from when night 
is by, 

As I lie down to wake. 

To earth I give my love, my love; 

I give my love to earth to keep 

Against the time, with earth 
above, 

When I lie down to sleep.” 


And from an urpublished poem 
sent in a letter:

All the money involved allegedly 
was cash posted as bonds by in- 
dividuals to insure their appear- 
ance in court to answer traffic 
charges. 


CASH BONDS 


The indictment counts allege 
that Houston did ‘‘embezzle, steal, 
secrete and frauduently take and 
carry away’’ money belonging to 
Union City. It said the money, 
which came into Houston’s posses- 
sion as chief of police, was cash 
bonds for the appearance of in- 
dividuals in mayor’s court 

The indictment charges@ouston 
with embezzling funds on 20 in- 
stances in 1956, eight in 1957 and 
on two days this year. Amounts 
involved ranged from $10 to $150. 


Bond Denied

Judge Hutcheson Friday after 
the Supreme Court refused to re- 
view the court of appeals’ decis- 
ion. It had been expected that 
lawyers would directly argue the 
question of a date for desegrega- 
tion and that Judge Hutcheson 
might rule, 

Attorneys of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People asked the judge 
to enter an order directing the 
school board to take action to- 
ward desegregation at the next 
school term, beginning in Sep- 
tember.

The bill carries $3,068,900,000 in 
new authorizations for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. These, add-

for the total program. 


Before passage, the Senate 
adopted, by a 43-28 roll-call vote, 
an amendment by Sen. Ellender 
(‘D-La) to reduce military assis- 
tance funds from the $1,800,000,000 
asked by Eisenhower to $1,600,- 
000,000. 

But this simply had the effect 
of placing a ceiling at that fig- 
ure on the amount the President 
may spend for military hardware, 
such as jet bombers, tanks and 
other weapons.

He 


Brazil Asks

“The time has come for us to 
ask ourselves the pertinent ques- 
tion as to whether or not all of us 
are doing our utmost to weld the 
indestructible union of senti- 
ments, aspirations and interests 
called for by the graveness of 
the world situation.”

“no definite and detailed plans” 
for correcting misunderstandings.

As sent to the Senate, the bill 
also carried extra funds for four 
more missile-firing Polaris sub- 
marines, a bigger Marine Corps, 
and a step-up in certain missile 
programs, the Army National 
Guard and Army Reserve. 

McElroy said the House had a 
perfect right to vote the addition- 
al money for missiles and other 
procurement but he said the ad- 
ministration would not regard 
even a final vote by Congress as 
a “‘mandate’’ requiring that the 
money be spent. 

He told the Senate committee 
that technological advances con- 
ceivably could produce a step-up 
in such things as the missile pro- 
gram. On the other hand, he said 
progress may be slower than an- 
ticipated and more money would 
not be needed. 

McElroy said flatly that there 
is no need for the additional 
Army manpower voted by the 
House. As of now, he said, the 
administration intends to abide by 
the President's budget recom- 
mendation for an Army manpower 
cut.

. Ald. John White, who heads the board 
of aldermen’s buildings and _ electric 
lights committee, made a revealing if not 
surprising statement at the hearing on 
extending the deadline Thursday. He not 
only ridiculed the housing code itself but 
‘wanted to know what was “going to be 
done with this registration information 
‘after we've got it.” 

That, of course, depends upon Mr. 
White and the board of aldermen. If the 
past is any criterion of the future, noth- 
ing will be done. The housing code will 
be just so much paper unless the board it- 
self has the courage to stand up to pres- 
sures of greedy landlords and insist that 
it be enforced. Mr. White’s attitude is 
not at all promising. 

It is a tragic situation when those in 
authority cannot see the necessity of 
‘decent housing for all of Atlanta’s citi- 
zens, Must those who rent be condemned 
to live in conditions which are a shame 
and a disgrace, to the whole community? 

Housing regulations and some zonings 
have been by-passed and ignored all too 
frequently in the past. The results are not 
pleasant. They have proved a costly in- 
dulgence to the whole community. 


The new housing code is a good one, 
The board of aldermen, including Mr. 
White’s committee, has approved it. It is 
up to the board, including Mr. White’s 
committee, to see that it is complied with. 
Unless some effort is made in that direc- 
tion, Atlanta’s slums not only will be 
perpetuated but slum property constantly 
will increase. 


Nasser’s About-Face 
Is Encouraging to West 


Because the emphasis on interna- 
tional news has shifted, for the time be- 
ing at least, away from the Middle East, 
the item about Egypt’s Nasser taking a 
harder line against Soviet propaganda 
and influence in his country was buried 
rather deep inside most newspapers. 

Three factors seem to have influenced 
Nasser, who but a few months ago was 
himself in the headlines with his attacks 
on the West. 

He recently went to Moscow. The red 
carpet was rolled out but somehow Nas- 
ser came back-not so rosy as expected. 
Secondly, his relations with the Western 
nations, the United States and Britain 
have improved. Thirdly, the Kremlih’s 
abrupt cancellation of the loan to Yugo- 
slavia caused Nasser to see that if he 
accepted a major loan and then did not 
do the Soviet’s bidding he. too, would 
have the financial rug pulled from under 
him. 

In the last several days Nasser has 
cracked down on pro-Communist writers 
on Cairo newspapers. Several anti-Soviet 
articles have appeared, written by writ- 
ers who accompanied Nasser to Moscow. 

One may hope the Soviet camel didn’t 
get its nose too far into the Egyptian 
tent.

Rights-of-Way Crisis 


Must Be Surmounted 


Moves to end the crisis in rights-of- 
Way procurements for all federal-aid 
highway projects in the state should be 
considered carefully and thoroughly. 

If there is any way to prevent de- 
laying the interstate and other federal- 
aid programs until November, by all 
means it should be tried. If a special ses- 
sion of the General Assembly is called 
to adopt a constitutional amendment, it 
cannot become operative until after the 
general election and the present freeze 
on procurement would continue until that 
time. 

Meanwhile Gov. Griffin has sum- 
moned all members of the Legislature to 
Atlanta next Thursday to decide what 
should be done. This should not mean 
ending efforts to find all other alterna- 
tives in the meantime. 

The crisis grew out of a Georgia Su- 
preme Court decision that the state would 
have to pay a landowner for condemned 
property as soon as a board of assessors 
sets a value, even though the state in- 
tended to appeal the amount to a jury. 

Since the federal government will not 
turn over its part of the purchase until 
the price of the rights-of-way has been 
settled, the decision apparently would 
require the state to put up all money 
in cases where there would be an appeal 
of the value set by assessors. The high- 
way department has decided the cost 
thus would be prohibitive. 

The interstate network and other fed- 


ral-aid programs are so important that a 


delay of many months is unthinkable. 

Let us hope that a way can be 
found—possibly drawing on the experi- 
ence of other states—without a special 
session and the November general elec- 
tion even though a constitutional amend- 
ment may have to be the final solution. 
But if there must be a special session, it 
should be restricted in this political cli- 
mate to the business at hand.

The address’ of President Theodor 
Heuss of the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many before a joint meeting of Congress 
Thursday was restrained and to the point. 

The scholarly chief of state revealed a 
keen knowledge of political realities and 
left a genuine hope that the age-old Ger- 
man liberalism at last had prevailed. Re- 
gretting that Hitler had forced this coun- 
try into “his” war, he pointed out that 
the American people had to pay heavy 
taxes in order to destroy the German 
state and having done so had to pay more 
taxes in order to save the German people. 

“He believes the latter action was a 
good investment. It helped the new Ger- 
man state to stave off disaster and en- 
abled it to absorb the 10 million German 
refugees who already have fled from 
Communist-occupied Germany. It helped 
West Germany to take her place as a 
partner of the free nations and to con- 
tribute to building a stronger European 
economy. | 

Like all Germans, President Heuss 
reaffirmed the necessity of unification of 
East and West Germany, This, of course, 
remains one of the great political prob- 
lems of our day. Until settled, there can 
be no real or permanent settlement with 
the Soviet Union. -

In First Grade, College 36 Years, 


Moyer at PTA’s Farewell Tea 


Mrs. Moyer Will Miss the Bell 


By HARRIETTE SCHREIBER 


After 36 years of being both teacher and pupil simultaneously, one Atlantan 
won’t answer the school bell this fall. 
Mrs. Maymee Moyer, who started her teaching career after high school, has 
combined teaching her first grade and serving as assistant principal with 36 years 


of taking college courses. 

Retiring this year, she has 
taught at Cascade Heights 
School ever since it opened 3 
years ago and is the first Cas- 
cade teacher to retire. She 
also taught at Mt. Olive and 
Lena Cox schools. 


Looking back over her years, 
Mrs. Moyer noted some changes 
both in parents and pupils. 

‘Parents today are more oc- 
cupied with outside interests,” 
she observed. “But in their 
hearts they are the same. They 
still want the same things for 
their children.”’ 


‘‘And there is a big difference 
in what children today need to 
know and what they have al- 
ready learned before they start 
school. It’s harder to hold their 
attention as there are more 
distractions. Yet they are more 
alert, independent and respon- 
sible.”’ 

DISCIPLINE SIMPLER 


This increased sense of re- 
sponsibility has made discipline 
simpler and more effective, she 
said. 

For example, the class has 
table captains for lunchtime. If 
a child misbehaves or doesn’t 
eat his lunch, he is given one 
warning. Then, if he misbe- 
haves again, the table captain 
won't allow him to sit at the 
table with the others. 

“And no child wants to sit 
alone. So they behave,” said 
Mrs. Moyer. “Of course, I have 
to step in sometimes. But when 
the children can manage them- 
selves, discipline is much more 
effective.” 


TAUGHT NEARLY 2,000 


Mrs. Moyer, who has no chil- 
dren of her own, has taught 
nearly 2,000 girls and boys. 

“Teaching was all I ever 
thought about doing,” said Mrs. 
Moyer, whose two sisters were 
also teachers. “I’ve been so 
happy teaching other people's 
children that I never missed not 
having any of my own.” 

“I've always believed in 
teaching my children to write 
at least one word the first day,”’ 
said Mrs. Moyer. “Then, when 
the parents asked the child 
what he'd learned that day, 
he'd be able to show them.” 

“And, besides, if a child feels 
he didn’t learn anything that 
day, he doesn’t want to come 
back to school.’’ 

Mrs. Moyer was honored at

By Taking 
Shape-Ups

As a young bride, when you 
waltzed down the aisle, you had 
a willowy waist, svelte hips and 
a muscular girdle that was 
firm and flat. Now, alas, just 
a few years later, your figure 
has gone to pot in the middle, 
and you look like ‘‘somebody’'s 
mother.” 

Well, dry your tears and go 
after those slim young. measure- 
ments. Resistance to exercise 
is in your mind. Grab hold of 
the idea that the greatest favor 
you can do your figure is to 
take shape-ups daily. Then it 
becomes a pleasure to whip into 
action. 

START WITH MIDDLE 

We'll start with *the middle 
measurement, the abdomen, for 
that is likely to be where the 


‘muscles are weakest. This trio 


of exercises, taken daily, will 
work slimming miracles. Never 
skip a day! 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor, right knee bent and sole 
of foot on floor. Left leg is 
straight down. Pull up-and-in 
and press small of back to floor. 
Hold this up-and-in pull through- 
out exercise. — 

Movement: Raise left leg 
about eight inches off floor— 
hold Hold to a slow count of 10; 
then very slowly lower leg to 
floor. Be sure to keep pulling 
up-and-in with those girdle 
muscles. Repeat 10 times. Then 
reverse position of legs and 
lower right leg to floor 10 
times, each time holding raised 
leg to a count of 10. 


Warning: Do not be tempted 
to do this exercise by lower- 
ing both legs together. When 
muscles, are weak, that exer- 
cise encourages swayback. 


SHAPE-UPS DAILY 


Position: Lyin- on back on 
floor, knees flexed, arms down.
